II. BACKGROUND 

 

The Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) was established in 1970 to consolidate in 

one agency a variety of federal research, monitoring, standard-setting and enforcement activities 

to ensure environmental protection.

  EPA’s headquarters are located in Washington, D.C., and 

there are 10 regional offices, more than a dozen laboratories and field offices nationwide, and 

over 17,000 employees.

   The EPA is charged with administering, in whole or in part, a wide 

range of environmental statutes and Executive Orders.

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On February 13, 2012, President Obama proposed a budget of $8.344 billion for EPA for 

the fiscal year 2013 (October 1, 2012 to September 30, 2013).
4
  The budget is approximately 1.2 

percent, or $105 million, below the FY 2012 enacted level.  The budget sets forth five 

performance goals and proposes the following in funding: 

 

Goal 1: Taking Action on Climate Change and Improving Air Quality: $1.125 billion  

Goal 2: Protecting America’s Waters: $3.782 billion  

Goal 3: Cleaning Up Our Communities: $1.938 billion  

Goal 4: Ensuring the Safety of Chemicals and Preventing Pollution: $699 million 

Goal 5: Enforcing Environmental Laws: $830 million

Major proposed budget changes from EPA’s FY 2012 enacted budget include the 

following: 

 

Climate Change and Air Quality 

Federal Vehicles and Fuels Standards and Certification: $101.9 million (+$10.0 million) 

Climate Protection Program: $108 million (+$8.5 million) 

Federal Stationary Source Regulations: $34.1 million (+$6.8 million) 

Climate Protection: $7.8 million (-$8.5 million) (reflecting elimination of the Clean Automotive 

Technology (CAT) Program) 

Diesel Emission Reduction Act (DERA) Grants: $15 million (-$15 million) 

Radon Program: $2.2 million ($-1.9 million) 

 

America’s Waters 

Great Lakes Restoration Initiative (GLRI): $300 million (+$.5 million) 

Chesapeake Bay Program: $72.6 million (+$15.3 million) 

Surface Water Protection: $211.6 million (+$7.7 million) 

Drinking Water Programs: $108.3 million (+$6 million) 

Wetlands: $27.7 million (+$6.5 million) 

Geographic Programs: $39.1 million (-$13.8 million) 

Beach / Fish Programs: $.7 million ($-1.8 million) 

Marine Pollution: $11.6 million (-$1.3 million)

State Revolving Funds (SRFs): $2.025 billion (-$359.3 million) 

Infrastructure Assistance: Mexico Border: $10 million (+$5 million)

Tribal General Assistance Program Grants: $96.4 million (+$28.7 million) 

Water Pollution Control Grants (Sect. 106): $265.3 million (+$26.9 million) 

Environmental Information Grants: $15.2 million (+$5.2 million) 

Public Water System Supervision (PWSS) Grants: $109.7 million (+$4.4 million)
